WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP) 
— Administration leaders ex- 
pressed hope a new filibuster 
peace conference called today will 
bring settlement of a fight that 
has tied up the Senate for 13 
days. 

Majority Leader Lucas of IIli- 
nois, heading Administration 
forces seeking a change in Sen- 
ate rules, said the second round 
of compromise talks were being 
held this afternoon. 

“T would hope that we can reach 
an agreement in these negotia- 
tions,” Lucas told reporters, 

Republican leaders, along with 
representatives of Southern law- 
makers apposing the rules change, 
were scheduled to meet with the 
Administration forces. 

Closed Meetings Held. 

The decision for the conference 
Was made after the three groups 
— Administration Democrats, 
G. O. P. policy leaders and South- 
ern Democrats—each had held 
closed morning meetings. 

The G.O.P. leaders decided in- 
formally to throw their weight 
behind the peace efforts. The 
Southerners said they had reached 
agreement among themselves on 
terms under which they would 
end their filibuster. They declined 
to disclose their terms. 


A similar peace conference of 


Jeaders of the three factions 
wound up Sunday without an 
agreement.

DARST AND GRAGG. 
PLEDGE BACKING 
FORCIVIL SERVICE 


Mayoralty Candidates 
Promise Rigid Enforce- 
ment in Talks to Citi- 
zens Group. 


Joseph M. Darst and J. Ed- 
ward Gragg, Democratic and Re- 
publican nominees for Mayor re- 
spectively, each pledged today 
that, if elected, he would insist 
on honest and rigid enforcement 
of the city’s civil service law. 

The two mayoral nominees 
spoke briefly at a luncheon meet- 
ing at the Downtown Y.M.C.A., 
1528 Locust street, sponsored by 
the Citizens’ Committee for Civil 
Service, the group which spear- 
headed the campaign for passage 
of the civil service amendment to 
the City Charter in 1941. 

The meeting was called by, Wil- 
liam H. Stead, chairman of the 
citizens’ committee, to learn the 
views of the mayoral nominees 
on civil service. About 100 per- 
sons attended the luncheon, in- 
cluding representatives of AFL 
and CIO labor groups, the League 
of Women Voters and other civic 
organizations. 

Darst, pointing out that the 
civil service law was adopted 
when he was a member of for- 
mer Mayor Bernard F. Dick- 
mann’s cabinet, told the meeting 
that “as Mayor, I'll insist on the 
law as written and insist on hon- 
est and rigid enforcement of the 
spirit and letter of the law.” 

Darst said, however, that he be- 
lieved there were certain changes 
which should be made to strength- 
en the law, such as requiring that 
any city employe who wishes to 
seek election to a public office 
resign his city position before fil- 
ing his declaration of candidacy. 
At present a city employe may 
seek office, but must refrain from 
making an active Campaign. 

Gragg said he had watched 
operation of the civil service Sys- 
tem in the city government with 
interest and praised it as having 
been “an inspiration to city em- 
ployes to know that their services 
are appreciated to the extent that 
they are protected.” 

“I say unqualifiedly and unre- 
servedly that I am for the civil 
service law 100 per cent,” Gragg 
said. “And I promise, if I am 
elected, I shall see to it that the 
law is strictly, honestly and fair- 
ly administered, as it has been 
for the last eight years.”

He doesn’t eat 
you. He merely cuts off your 
head. * 
“The cannibals are sort of 
looked down upon by head hunt- 
ers,” English missionary Cecil 
Abel explained. 

He ought to know. His non-de- 
nominational Kwato mission near 
Milne bay, New Guinea, caters to 
the needs of 1,500,000 natives, 
many of them former head-hunt- 
ers and cannibals. 

“I suppose you could say some 
of my dearest friends are canni- 
bals,” said Abel, here on his way 
back after a leave in England. 
“A cannibal who doesn’t eat you 
is inexpressively dear.”

SPRINGFIELD, II., March 14 
(UP)—Gov. Adlai Stevenson an- 
nounced a “new system” today 
for picking state mine inspectors 
“without political bias.” 

First examinations under the 
system will be held tomorrow. Only 
one vacancy is to be filled at pres- 
ent. Mine inspectors now em- 

‘ployed by the state will not be re- 
‘examined since state law provides 
they may be removed only for 
cause. 

According to Stevenson’s direc- 
tive, applicants are to be assigned 
numbers which will be the only 
identification ‘on their written 
examination papers to keep per- 
sons grading the papers from 
knowing the identity of the writer. 


Two members of the state min- ** 


ing board—one a Democrat and 
one a Republican—will conduct 
each oral examination. The state 
mining board is made up of two 
Democrats and two Republicans. 

Stevenson said future appoint- 
ments will be made from a list of 
certified applicants which will be 
established on the basis of grades 
made in the examination. 

The state has a total of 24 mine 
inspectors.

An all-woman jury, the first in 
Chicago federal @ourt history, Sat- 
urday night returned the verdict 
after 20 hours’ deliberation. 

The Government charged that 
the company violated anti-trust 
laws in its exclusive 10-year con- 
tracts with automotive, petroleum 
and tire manufacturers. The sup- 
ply firms, it was charged, advanced 
money to the company to enable it

The conviction carries a maxi- 
mum penalty on one year’s impris- 
onment and $5000 fine. 

The jury found the defendants 
guilty of conspiring to monopolize 
trade and commerce in the pur- 
chasing of busses, tires, tubes and 
petroleum products, They were ac- 
quitted of charges that they op- 
erated in restraint of trade. 

Key defendants in the trial 
which began Feb. 14 were Na- 
oo oe and its president, E. 

Fitzgerald. 

The defendants contended that 
contracts labelled “illegal” by the 
Government were made in the in- 
terest of efficiency and economy.

months has not taken economists by surprise, exactly, but it | 
has made them somewhat more conservative—somewhat more 
pessimistic—on the outlook for the rest of 1949. Three months ago, 


58 per cent of the economists who answered my year-end question- 
naire felt production would remain relatively stable throughout 1949. 
Today that proportion is down to 44 per cent. 


The increase in layoffs, the 
sharp drop in commodity prices 
and the persistent decline in de- 
partment store sales have prompt- 
ed a fairly general lowering of 
sights, even among those who ex- 
pected a decline. 

One economist put it this way: 

“You will note that I'm fore- 
casting everything lower than I 
did in your year-end poll. This is 
because the process of readjust- 
ment has speeded up consider- 
ably.” 

Only 21 Per Cent Stand Pat. 

Only 21 per cent of the econ- 
omists were willing to stand pat 
on their earlier estimates of what 
would happen to wholesale prices; 
79 per cent revised their forecast 
downward, 

On unemployment, only 30 per 
cent stood pat, 70 per cent decided 
that an upward revision was in 
order. : 

The following table shows the 
percentage of economists who re- 
sponded optimistically, pessimis- 
tically, or imperviously to recent 
events, in revising their judgments 
on four basic factors: 


Investment economists are a bit 
happier about the stock market 
than they were three months ago. 
This explains the upward revision 
fn the table. They reason that the 
market has been anticipating a 
business readjustment ever since 
the break in September 1946. Now 
the readjustment is here. There- 
fore, bad news overhanging the 
market is getting out of the way. 

Paradoxically, although the in- 
vestment men are optimistic about 
stock prices, they are most pes- 
simistic about business. Perhaps 
they feel the stock market has dis- 
counted a lot.

RUSSIA HARVESTED BILLION 
BUSHELS OF WHEAT IN 1948 


WASHINGTON, March 14 (UP) 
—Russia harvested a billion-bush- 
el wheat crop last year for the 
first time since before the war, 
the Agriculture Department re- 
ported today. 

The crop was estimated at 1. 
025,000,000 bushels—some 175, 000, 
000 bushels greater than esti- 
mated Soviet prodyction in 1947. 
In prewar years, Russia normally 
turned out a crop equal to the 
near-record 1948 United States 
crop of 1,288,000,000 bushels. In 
those years, 1935-1939, United 
States production averaged only 
750,000,000 bushels. 

Authorities said the increased 
Soviet output may explain why 
Russia now is seeking guarantees 
of a large wheat export market 
under the Proposed world wheat

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should always remain subordi- 


nate to civil authority. 

Only by carefully safeguarding 
that principle has democracy sur- 
vived in this country, in Britain, 
in The Netherlands and Scandi- 
navia and Switzerland. 

Now we are entering into a 
great military pact with other 
democratic states to guard de- 
mocracy against a serious exter- 
nal threat- The terms of the pact 
involve military co-operation to 
meet that threat, if necessary. 
Military arrangements for joint 
plans and a combined command 
will be made under the terms of 
the pact. 

However, it should be very clear 
indeed that in addition to a joint 
military staff and a single com- 
mander-in-chief, the nations of the 
new defensive group will also need 
some kind of body to provide for 
a unified policy on the highest 
civilian level, a body from which 
the military can take orders. 

Civil Authority Needed. 

In a democratic nation, the 
civilian head of the state gives 
orders to the generals, the ad- 
mirals, the air marshals. In a 
union of democratic nations there 
must still be a civilian authority 
to give orders to the military lead- 
ers of the combined forces. 

Otherwise military unity of com- 
mand can have no meaning. No 
commander-in-chief can serve two 
or three or half-a-dozen civilian 
masters. 

We have plenty of experience to 
warn us that this is so. 

For example, in the Revolution- 
ary War, the French alliance 
brought no military successes in 
its train, even after French troops 
had arrived in America, until ‘an 
agreement had been reached be- 
tween the two governments by 
which the French forces were 
placed unreservedly under Wash- 
ington’s command. Then the wast- 
ed opportunities and lost motion 
came to an end and we saw the 
magnificent Yorktown campaign 
brought to a victorious conclusion. 


Confusion in 1918. 


In World War I the Allies re- 
fused to create a political body to 
assume the higher direction of 
the war until they stood, in, No- 
vember 1917, on the very brink of 
disaster. By that time Russia had 
been knocked out of the war, Italy 
had suffered a shattering defeat 
at Caporetto, and the Allies were 
faced with the prospect, in the 
spring of 1918, of having to fight 
on the western front against the 
full strength of Germany. 

Only then did the Allied states- 
men finally create the Supreme 
War Council, to consist of the

These reports, not yet made public, unquestionably will influence 
the recommendations in this field which the commission will make 
to Congress soon. The commission is reported to be sharply divided 
on the weight to be given the reports; there May be majority and 


minority recommendations. 


One of the task force reports 
was prepared by Haskins & Sells, 
certified public accountants, of 
New York. It is titled “Revolving 
Funds and Business Enterprises 
of the Government, Exclusive of 
Lending Agencies. The other, 
prepared by A. B. Roberts, Cleve- 
land consulting engineer, is called 
“Certain Aspects of Power, Irri- 
gation and Flood Control Proj- 
ects.” To some extent Roberts 
and Haskins & Sells worked to- 
gether. 


Power Recommendations. 

Two pertinent recommendations 
of Haskins & Sells are summa- 
rized as follows 

“That, wherever feasible, 
power produced at Government- 
owned hydro-electric projects be 
sold at the bus bar. 

“That the rates for the sale of 
electric energy generated at 
Government-owned hydro-elec- 
tric projects be not considered 
as a ‘yardstick’ for comparison 
with the rates charged by pri- 
vate industry.” 

Both statements are 100 per 
cent in accord with the traditional 
position of the private utilities. 
Private utilities want to buy low- 
cost federal power at the bus bar, 
or dam site, and transmit and 
sell it themselves, Private utilities 
do not like the yardstick idea be- 
cause its purpose, as in the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, 
force their rates down to equal 
levels. 

The major part of the Haskins 
& Sells report, a book of 176 pages, 
is devoted to statistical analyses 
of the TVA, the Southwestern 
Power Administration, the Colum- 
bia River Power System and simi- 
lar projects and facilities. 


Discussion of Reclamation. 


Roberts’s report is smaller, .64 
pages, but it deals with major 
aspects of long-range resource de- 
velopment problems. Roberts does 
not mention the proposed Mis- 
souri Valley Authority, but he 
discusses, often unfavorably, the 
activities of the Army Engineers 
and the Bureau of Reclamation. 

These two agencies combined to 
form the joint Pick-Sfoan plan 
for developing the Missouri river 
basin. It is now being put into 
effect in the area where the pro- 
posed MVA would operate. 

Roberts said that authorized and

projected construction programs 
look toward an eventual 671 major 
power, flood control and irriga- 
tion projects within continental 
United States which will cost even- 
tually more than 40 billion dollars. 

This vast amount would be 
spent, he said, in 20 to 43 years, 
probably closer to 20 years. He 
estimated that $2,186,500,000 was 
spent up to June 30, 1947. 


In the 671 projects were those 
in operation, under construction, 
and proposed by the Bureau of 
Reclamation, the Army Engineers, 
the TVA, the Bonneville Power 
Administration and the South- 
western Power Administration. 


Cost estimates might have to be 
revised, said Roberts, because “one 
should realize that construction 
costs are continuing to rise and 
this tendency may be accelerated 
by the wage increases granted last 
summer and by the shortages that 
may be created by extensive ship- 
ments of steel, power plant equip- 
ment and supplies for aid to Eu- 
rope. 

“In view of the continuing bur 
den of taxation indicated by 
these trends it is believed that 
now is the time to reappraise the 
accomplishments to be anticipated 
from proposed multiple-purpose 
projects. Once under way they are 
almost impossible to eliminate. 

“Unless the Congress and the 
taxpayers consider carefully the 
implications of these trends of 
federal expenditures, they may, 
without even realizing it, throw 
upon themselves and their children 
a continuing and perhaps an ever- 
mounting burden.

Doctor's Bill 
Cut Off British 
Family Budget 


However, Govern- 
ment Must Foot 
Cost From Taxes 


Under Program.

LONDON, March 14 (AP). 

OST Britons have crossed 

“doctor’s bill” off their family 

budgets. That was the first 

result for 95 per cent of the popu- 
lation of England, Wales and 
Scotland since Britain’s revolution- 
ary socialized medicine plan be- 
came effective last summer. 
There is free medical and dental 
care, medicine, eyeglasses and sur- 
gical appliances for all. But only 


in the sense that the patient 
doesn’t get a doctor’s or dentist’s 
bill. Instead, the Government 
foots the whopping bill of $832,- 
520,000 out of taxes. Another $96,- 
000,000 comes from the national 
insurance fund to which all con- 
tribute. That’s the cost for the 
first nine months of state medi- 
cine in Britain. 


The Health Ministry says ap- 
proximately 41,500,000 persons 
have signed as public patients out 
of about 50,000,000 eligibles. Of 
21,000 general practitioners, 18,165 
have agreed to work in the pro- 
gram. Dentists have enrolled more 
— 2 90 per cent—9060 out of 10, 


Nearly all 7000 optictans and 14. 
000 of 16,000 druggists signed. The 
Government took ove? 2587 hos- 
pitals with 388,000 staffed beds. It 
disclaimed 236 hospitals which 
continue to operate privately. 


Service for All Classes. 
“This is a health service in 
which everyone is taking part— 
the well-to-do and the poor,” says 
Aneurin Bevan, energetic minister 
of health who pushed the plan 
into operation after years of stub- 
born fighting with the powerful 
British Medical Association, 

The doctors’ waiting rooms are 
filled. The offices of dentists are 
bulging. Hospitals, always under- 
staffed and under-equipped, have 
waiting lists many times longer 
than before. , 
Doctors complain “we are over- 
worked and underpaid.” Many 
patients complain, “We have to 
wait too long to get treatment.” 

The Health Ministry says “the 
important thing to remember is 
that the scheme is working. We 
have had less teething trouble 
than expected. Both sides plainly 
are co-operating and in general 
there are no abuses. Millions now

Telephone Padding 

While further legal attacks are being prepared 
against the Missouri telephone rate decision, 
California has knocked out the “license fee,” the 
private tax of 1 per cent that A. T. & T. levies 
on the revenue of Bell companies. The Cali- 
fornia Public Utilities Commission held that a 
percentage fee “is clearly a one-sided arrange- 
ment in favor of A. T. & T. and prejudicial to 
the Pacific Telephone & Telegraph Co., and its 


rate-payers.” Therefore, from now on, the com- 


pany can pay only the actual value of the hold- 
ing company’s services. 

This means that the California commission has 
refused to tolerate one of the artifices which the 
telephone companies use to support their appli- 
cations for higher rates. The flat-rate service 
fee makes the real profits of the business seem 
smaller by padding the operating costs. Where 
lax state commissions let them do it, utility com- 
panies can achieve the same thing by inflating 
the value of the property on which they are en- 
titled to earn a fair profit. 

Suppose, for example, that a utility company 
has a fairly appraised investment of $10,000,000 
and real profits of $500,000 a year. Its rate of 
return is then 5 per cent. If $300,000 of un- 
warranted fees and charges can be added to the 
operating expenses, however, the visible profit 
falls to $200,000 and the rate of return to 2 per 
cent. A similar concealment of profits could be 
worked by padding an extra $2,500,000 into the 
rate base, which would cut the rate of return 
from the real 5 per cent to a seeming 4 per cent. 

Both artifices are present in the recent tele- 
phone rate cases across the country. One time- 
honored way to pad the rate base is to pay 
excessive prices for equipment supplied by West- 
ern Electric Co., the Bell System’s manufactur- 
ing monopoly. The California commission did 
a neat piece of surgery by holding that Pacific 
Telephone Co. purchases from Western Electric 
must not yield a higher profit to Western Elec- 
tric than Pacific itself is allowed to earn. This 
one scalpel stroke takes $900,000 of excessive 
charges off California phone subscribers’ shoul- 
ders. , 

One state after another has criticized the li- 
cense fee and the Western Electric scheme, and 
some states have taken knives to this padding. 
The Missouri commission, however, refrained 
from doing so. Indeed, it went further than that 
and practiced a mumbo-jumbo of its own that 
takes the 6.437 per cent return which it actually 
granted to the company and serves it up as a 
more modest 5.27 per cent. 

This trick is worked by letting public utilities 
pad their rate bases with a big slice of their de- 
preciation reserve funds. In this respect, Mis- 
souri throws overboard the practice of at least 
31 states which exclude all depreciation funds 
from the rate base. They should be excluded, 
because this money was paid in by consumers, 
not by stockholders. The phone companies in 
some states do not even ask to be allowed to 
earn profits on depreciation, but utilities ask and 
get it in Missouri. 

St. Louis and Kansas City pleaded with the 
Missouri commission to end this unjust and ec- 
centric policy, but the commission straddled. It 
reported that it was allowing 5.27 per cent to the 
phone company, which would be 6.437 if depre- 
ciation were excluded. Such ambiguity abets the 
concealment of profits and encourages claims for 
excessive rate increases. 

For these reasons and others, the cities are 
pursuing the appeal over the commission’s head 
to the courts. On behalf of their residents they 
cannot afford not to fight it out to a finish.

Four Deaths in St. Louis County 

Whatever the contributing factors may have 
been, the fact remains that four men were killed 
when their automobile was smashed by a Rock 
Island train in St. Louis cqunty Sunday morn- 
ing. They were killed because the road on 


which they were traveling crossed the railroad 


tracks on the same level. Because of this there 
are now four ‘widows and six fatherless children. 
While a separation may not now be practical at 
the scene of this accident, the tragedy does un- 
derscore the grade crossing hazard. 

St. Louis county should be making a survey 
of its grade crossings just as the city of St. Louis 
is doing. The county should know how many 
grade crossings it has and how they rank in rela- 
tive danger in terms of rail and highway traf- 
fic. The county, like the city, should be laying 
the basis for a grade crossing elimination pro- 
gram, on a scale such as that in some of the oth- 
er important suburban areas, adjacent to large 
cities. 

The railroads from the west, north and south, 
which have grade crossings in St. Louis also 
have grade crossings in the county. The Wa- 
bash-Etzel avenue crash, in which 11 bus pas- 
sengers were killed in 1944, occurred in an 
unincorporated area. What, in the interval, have 
the Judges of the County Court done to increase 
the protection of residents of their area and 
visitors against sudden death under the wheels 


of fast trains? 


A Valid Claim for Housing 

St. Louis has every reason to push its new 12, 
000-apartment housing project vigorously at 
Washington. It has missed out badly on the 
federal housing programs up to now. Despite its 
size and the intensity of its housing shortage, it 
has built a mere 1315 units of public housing. 
The shortage is more acute now than when the 
first of these units were built, and its unfortu- 
nate effects on the ill-housed and the homeless 
have increased with time. 

Furthermore; St. Louis has the encourage- 
mefit as well as the need for going ahead ag- 
-gressively—the Public Housing Administration 
has invited it to do so. The city should not only 
press the pending project but should explore to 
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the limit the possibilities for further projects., 


A Bill for Better Towns 

It is hard to believe but the fact is that the 
people of Illinois communities of more than 5000 
cannot even vote on having a city manager plan 
of municipal government. The reason is because 
session after session the enabling bills die at 
Springfield, although the case for them is self- 

evident. 

This session a group of forward-looking mem- 
bers of the Illinois House, including Representa- 
tives Lloyd Harris of Granite City and Bernice T. 
Van der Vries of Winnetka, have introduced an 
enabling bill which only the most hardened foe 
of municipal progress should oppose. 

Good city administration was strongly empha- 
sized by Gov. Stevenson in his inaugural. More 
efficient management is needed at the city halls 
of Illinois if the municipalities are going to ex- 
In many states, communities, particularly in 
the 10,000 to 50,000 population bracket, have 
found the city manager sfstem a great boon 


to efficiency and economy. Such Illinois com- 
munities are now denied this opportunity to see 
what they can do for themselves with business 
management, Here is one bill which the House 
committee and Speaker Paul Powell ought to 
speed on its way to the Senate with lots of time 
to spare for passage and presentation to Gov. 
Stevenson for signature. 
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Doctors and Legislators 
The manner in which the American Medical 
Association imposed its 325, per- member assess - 
ment to fight the Administration's health insur- 
ance plan has almost as much to do with the 
professional opposition it has aroused as has its 
matter. 

Thus, in reiterating its intention to fight the 
levy, the Committee of Physicians for the Im- 
provement of Medical Care, which includes a 
number of distinguished members of the Wash- 
ington University medical faculty, said: 

It would have been quite proper for the 
American Medical Association to announce 
on the basis of a majority opinion its offi- 
cial opposition to the proposed national 
health program. An offer to aid the people 
to devise better legislation to meet its needs 
would have added grace to this expression 
of dissent. 

As it was, the AMA’s House of Delegates 
tried to handle the matter in secret. The Post- 
Dispatch, however, learned what was going on, 
and, it published the facts. The undemocratic 
procedure thus revealed certainly was one of the 
reasons why two of the AMA’s largest constituent 
societies, the Manhattan (New York) and Queens 
(Brooklyn) Medical Societies voted not to pay the 
levy. 

Another reason seems to be that the AMA’s 
hired propagandists are not fighting this battle 
on the real issues. Most of the opponents of 
the plan actually are tilting their lances against 
a straw man of their own creation. They are ig- 
noring the basic fact that if the proposed legis- 
lation “‘socializes” anything, it socializes“ health 
insurance and not the practice of medicine. 


The plan is not perfect. Its authors have said 
so time and again. They have asked the profes- 
sion for help in perfecting it. But instead of 
such help, they are only getting unreasoning op- 
position from the AMA. This is bad because 
stubbornness on one side is liable to breed stub- 
bornness on the other. oa 

This throws a great burden on doctors who 
do not share the AMA point of view. It is up to 
them to give the backers of this legislation the 
professional guidance which they need. 
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A Start on the Rubbish Problem 


The start of municipal rubbish collection in 
two sections of the-city comes under the heading 
of Historic Events Department, High Time Di- 
vision. St. Louis is one of the few cities in the 
country which still lack municipal trash collec- 
tion in the year 1949 A.D. Until trash collection 
is extended to every section of the city, the 
aesthetic evil of unsightliness and the more prac- 
tical evil of rat infestation will be with us. A 
start on it is therefore an exceedingly good 
thing, and rapid extention of it will be still 
better. 
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National City Is Convicted 

A jury of Chicago housewives that convicted 
National City Lines and five of its suppliers un- 
der the anti-trust laws, proved themselves friends 
of free enterprise. For the business dealings 
which brought this conviction were the kind of 
dealings that monopolize enterprise for insiders. 

It is an unusually simple case. Seeking money 
to expand their growing control over the street 
railways and city bus lines of the country, E. 
Roy Fitzgerald and his associates turned to Gen- 
eral Motors, Firestone Tire, Phillips Petroleum, 
Standard Oil of California and Mack Manufac- 
turing Co. 

These corporations invested several million 
dollars in National City. In return, they were 
given exclusive contracts to supply gas and oil, 
tires, tubes and busses to National City’s 40-odd 
transit systems, among which St. Louis Public 
Service Co. is one of the largest. 

Such an arrangement works against the pub- 
lic interest in two ways. It eliminates competi- 
tion, so it is unfair to outsiders who previously 
sold supplies to the transit companies. Competi- 
tion being eliminated, there is room for fear that 
the business costs and fare schedules of the op- 
erating companies were inflated to some degree. 

The lawsuit led logically to a conviction but 
the problem of National City Lines cannot logi- 
cally stop with court action. National City is a 
horizontal trust with seemingly unlimited terri- 
torial ambitions. It becomes steadily more domi- 
nant in the entire field of urban mass transpor- 
tation. Yet it should be possible for smaller, 
more manageable companies to attain equal econ- 
omy and efficiency. 

Congress curtailed holding companies in gas 
and electric industries nearly 15 years ago. Why 
doesn’t Congress now give the same protection 
to the patrons of mass transportation in the na- 
tion’s cities? 
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Two Objections to MVA 


Two objections to MVA are raised by John 
Short, water engineer of Misspuri's State Divi- 
sion of Resources and Development. Mr. Short, 
who is a consulting technician of the Pick- Sloan 
“co-ordinating” committee, says, first, that the 
Missouri river is about all Montana and Missou- 
ri have in common. 

How much more does Mr. Short think they 
need to have in common? Montana and Missouri 
share the need for the waters of the Missouri to 
be controlled to stop devastating floods and to 
produce electric power.

From Forrestal to Johnson

James Forrestal, as anyone who has 
known him at all well during his years of 
service in Washington, is both a man of 
reason and an extremely reasonable man. 

This is not why the last man in the Cab- 
inet who served in it during the adminis- 
tration of Franklin D. Roosevelt has been 
“released” in favor of Louis Johnson. The 
reasons are many and complex. 

One of the first is that Mr. Johnson 
raised the money for the Truman campaign, 
and did it well, while Mr. Forrestal took 
the attitude of Secretary of State Mar- 
shall that their posi- 
tions of public trust 
were too important 
in a difficult period 
of history to permit 
mixing with politics. 
Mr. Forrestal ran 
the Department of 
Defense during the 
campaign non-politi- 
cally, and construed 
this to require his ab- 
stention from speech- 
making and fund- 
raising. 

Thus, when Mr. 
Johnson wanted the 
job at the Defense 
Department, he had both powerful argu- 
ments and powerful friends, whereas Mr. 
Forrestal actually did desire to retire from 
his period of public service. That contrast 
in political qualifications was in itself 
enough to produce the change. 


Then there was the reason that in some 
minds Mr. Forrestal carried a prominent 
“anti-Russian” label on his shoulder. He 
had become “persona non grata” to that 
group within the Administration which 
thinks that “Old Joe isn’t such a bad guy,” 
and that there might be merit in sending 
a Chief Justice to Moscow to talk with 
him. Mr. Forrestal was one of those who 
et hard on the Vinson-to-Moscow 
idea. 

The fact of the matter is that Mr. For- 
restal is anything but the “war-monger” 
which Moscow propaganda has painted 
him. On the contrary, he always has in- 
sisted that the military budget should re- 
spect the economic condition of the United 
States, and that the economic health of 
America is more important to its defense 
than battleships or bombers—or even bombs. 

When it comes to rattling sabers, Mr. 
Johnson is far more practiced than Mr. 
Forrestal. 

Yet such is the combination of circum- 
stances surrounding this transition at the 
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Louis Johnson 


Defense Department from the thoughtful, 
quiet Mr. Forrestal to the aggressive ex- 
commander of the American Legion, Mr. 
Johnson, that it is quite probable we will 
get more effective subordination of the 
military services to civilian control under 
the Johnson regime at the Pentagon. 


Mr. Johnson is a man of action, not a 
man of reflection. Being a man of action 
but not of reflection, he makes an excellent 
subordinate for a job requiring a lot of 
tough action. And right now what is need- 
ed at the Defense Department is some 
tough action. 

If President Truman should order Mr. 
Johnson to build the strongest armed force 
possible regardiess of cost, he probably 
would do it with more gusto than anything 
else he has ever done. But he can be re- 
lied on, if ordered, to do a different kind 
of job—with perhaps slightly less enthu- 
siasm but with equal vigor and efficiency. 


What is needed right now to get unifi- 
cation of the armed services going probably 
is not Mr. Forrestal’s great capacity for 
weighing all sides of a question but Mr. 
Johnson's capacity to bring the devotees of 
big bombers into the same room with equal- 
ly ardent devotees of big aircraft carriers 


and make them agree on the most efficient 


combination of weapons possible within the 
limits of a $15,000,000,000 budget. 

What is also needed is someone with a 
certain callousness toward the personal feel- 
ings of the civilian heads of the Army, 
Navy and Air Departments. Mr. Johnson 
possesses these qualifications. 

That is not to say that Mr. Forrestal 
could not have done the job. But it will be 
easier for Mr. Johnson to da it. He loves 
“cracking heads” together. Mr. Forrestal 
hates it. 

And while Mr. Johnson is.a bear for 
“preparedness,” with capital letters through- 
out, he does not possess the philosophical 
and reflective qualities for batting in the 
same policy-making league with Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson. Mr. Johnson will 
not participate in foreign-policy making, 
as Mr. Forrestal did. He couldn't. 

So while politics caused the shift from 
Mr. Forrestal to Mr. Johnson, that does not 
mean that in changed times it may not be 
a good thing. 

The State Department is bound to have 
more control over foreign policy. Defense 
policy is bound to be more subordinate. 
And how good or bad that policy will be 
will depend not on Mr. Johnson but on the 
wisdom of the policies given to him to ex- 
ecute. a

In this, the fourth volume of his auto- 
biography, the author of such famous plays 
as Juno and the Paycock,” The Plough 
and the Stars,” and “Within the Gates,” re- 
lives his days in Dublin slum tenements 
when he was just emerging as a writer 
and having his first plays produced at the 
Abbey Theater. They are turbulent days 
indeed, when death lurked at every street 
corner by day and at 
night raiders prowled 
in trucks. | 
These vivid, sprawl- 
ing richly tapestried 
pages tell of Eng- 
land’s last attempt to 
impose her rule on 
Ireland—an attempt 
always associated in 
infamy with the 
Black-and-Tans of 
the uneasy truce 
which followed, the 
dispute over the trea- 
ty, and of the civil 
war that turned. for- 
Sean O Casey ner oe 
arms in the Irish Republican Army into the 
most murderous and vengeful of foes. 


The tale is a bitter and a melancholy 
one, and O’Casey overlooks none of its 
shamefulness as he dips his memory into 
all its tragic and sordid depths. Anguish, 
passion, scorn and biting irony pour from 
his emotion-laden pages. He has little good 
to say of the Ireland of that day or of the 
Ireland that was left to enjoy in dreary 
isolation its hard-won freedom. At the end 
he is happy to be exchanging it for Eng- 
land—a typically Irish solution to his prob- 


lem. 
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O' Casey describes himself as a voluntary 
and settled exile from every creed, every 
party and every literary clique. Nothing 
of value, apparently, was left for him to 
carry out of his native land save the mem- 
ory of a beloved mother, an affection for. 
some of his old comrades and fellow writ- 
ers, notably Lady Gregory, an esteem for 
Yeats—and a firm and determined confi- 
dence in himself. 

Even for the Abbey Theater, where he 
had made his start, He no longer had any 
use. The only Ireland that he remembers 
with any real fondness is the Ireland that 
died with Parnell, the Ireland of Wolf Tone 
and Robert Emmett. 

Few writers today write such pungent 
and powerful prose as O’Casey, or employ 


such an acrid tone in their social criticism. 


He pours himself out in scorn and contempt 
of the life and behavior that he saw around 
him— the lies and the shams, the cowardice 
and the treachery, the crimes and the fol-. 
lies and pettinesses of small men. He is a 
fierce anti-clericalist and reserves his fierc- 
est invective for the church. The effect of 
his indictment is, however, considerably 
lessened by his subsequent confession that 
the only star of hope that he could see on 
the horizon in this period of his life was 
the Red Star of Russia. 

One episode in the book is particularly 
notable.

Millions of Americans paying 
their income tax this week feel 
strongly about the volume of Gov- 
ernment spending. But it is doubt- 
ful that the place to begin cutting 
is on projects that are in consid- 
erable part. self-liquidating and 
that contribute so largely to the 
wealth and welfare of the nation. 

Only in an economy that is ex- 
panding and growing can the bur- 
den of taxation for European aid 
and to maintain a strong America 
be sustained. Once you stop expan- 
sion, you run the risk of .mount- 
ing unemployment and further 
curtailment in a downward spiral. 


They Never Learn. 


This is a lesson some people 
never seem to learn. As was 
shown in the controversy between 
TVA and the private utilities, pri- 
vate operators would never have 
built TVA’s dams and power proj- 
ects. Equally clear is the fact 
that without TVA power the coun- 
try could never have produced the 
aluminum for 50,000 planes a year 
in the war. 

The great new projects in the 
Pacific Northwest are providing 
employment for thousands of new- 
comers who were attracted by 
jobs in war plants. Without this 
resource of power, there might be 
serious unemployment. 


Pick-Sloan Fiasco. 


As the specialists for the Hoo- 

ver Commission point out, there 
is much overlapping and duplica- 
tion in the Government approach 
to flood control, navigation and 
power, The Army Engineers, the 
Bureau of Reclamation, the vari- 
ous power administrations, the 
Department of Agriculture, all 
have a hand in it. 
Senator Murray of Montana has 
now introduced a bill to create a 
Missouri Valley Authority which 
would have as its province the 
great basin of the Missouri and 
its tributaries. That river valley 
is now being developed on a sort 
of share-the-work basis by the 
Army .Engineers and the Bureau 
of Rec on. 

Perhaps the valley authority is 
the correct way to get the most 
out of every vernment dollar 
spent. But the argument should 
be primarily one of method and 
means. We are too rich, or, if 
you will, too poor, to let our assets 
of soil and water go wasting to 


the sea.

A Liberal Forum audience of 
more than 2600 persons heard her 
lecture on the Declaration of 
Human Rights at the Y.M.H.A., 
724-Union boulevard.

“We must make democracy work 
at home,” President Roosevelt's 
widow declared in discussing her 
work as chairman of the United 
Nations Commission on Human 
Rights. “Russia can m prom- 
ises and no one can say Whether 
they are kept because of her cloak 
of secrecy. But we are open to 
public view, and our failures are 
made known to the world. How- 
ever, we are free to know about 
our failures and try to correct 
them.” 

Terming the United Nations 
“the greatest educational organi- 
zation in the world,” she expressed 
the hope an international agree- 
ment may ultimately be worked 
out for United Nations control of 
atomic energy. 

Asked if the U.N. was not “still- 
born because of the veto power,” 
she replied: “The U.N. was con- 
ceived to maintain peace, not to 
make peace. The nations at war 
were to make peace, but haven't 
done it. The veto power was de- 
manded, not only by Russia, but 
by the other great nations reluc- 
tant to give up sovereign rights.

RECORD ATTENDANCE 
AT JAZZ CONCERT 


3913 Enthusiasts Jam Opera 
House, First Such Overflow 
Crowd in 4 Years.

A record attendance for jazz 
concerts in Kiel Auditorium Opera 
House was established last night 
when 3913 persons jammed the 
hall—even to the orchestra pit and 
stage—to hear another of Norman 
Granz’s traveling Jazz at the Phil- 
harmonic units. Auditorium offi- 
cials said it was the first such 
overflow audience for a musical 
event since soprano Helen Trau- 
bel’s recital four years ago this 
month. 

It was an evening of modern, 
or progressive, jazz, more handily 
called bebop. The large, enthusi- 
astic audience is perhaps indica- 
tion that this new jazz of the 
flatted fifth, many chord changes, 
plus a minimum of hewing to 
familiar melody during highly- 
technical improvisation, has 
caught on positively in St. Louis— 
one of the birthplaces of tradi- 
tional jazz forms. 

The program was not consist- 
ently sensational for one who has 
heard every Jazz at the Philhar- 
monic concert given here since 
1945. Some of the numbers had 
been given here as recently as last 
November by some of the same 
musicians. Soloists previously 
heard here were Coleman Hawk- 
ins and Flip Phillips, tenor saxo- 
phones, Sonny Criss, alto saxo- 
phone, Tommy Turk, trombone, 
Hank Jones, piano, Ray Brown, 
bass. Newcomers in a Granz cast 
were trumpeter Fats Navarro, one 
of the real greats of bebop, drum- 
mer Shelly Manne, and singer 
Ella Fitzgerald. 

Phillips, Turk, Criss and rhythm 
ran through “Leap Here,” “Znarg 
Blues,” “I Can’t Get Started” and 
a Phillips original, “Hunting With 
Hunter.”

NEW YORK, March 14 (AP)— 
General Motors Corp. today re- 
ported a record high net income 
of $440,447,724, equal to $9.72 a 
common share, for 1948. This com- 
pares with a 1947 net of $287 ,991,- 


373, or $6.24 a share. 

The corporation's sales hit a rec- 
ord high of $4,701,770,340, a sub- 
stantial increase over the $3,815,- 
159,163 of the previous year. 

General Motors said a combina- 
tion of a higher level of prices, a 
substantial flow of production and 
a sustained demand resulted in 
the record sales figure. Higher 
dollar totals for sales and earn- 
ings, the company said, were at- 
tributable “in part to inflation.” 

The $4.701,770,340 of net sales in 
1948 was nearly three times the 
1936-1941 prewar average of $1,- 
600,000,000. The met income of 
$440,447,724 was not quite two and 
one-half tithes the 1936-1941 pre- 
war average gf $186 ,000,000, 

The company said, however, the 
margin of profit in 1948 -was 9.4 
cents per dollar of sales while in 
the 1936-1941 period it was 11.5 
cents per dollar. 

General Motors said that, as 
volume and prices increased in the 
postwar years, larger sums of 
money had to be provided to fi- 
nance inventories and receivables 
from customers. And larger cash 
balances were required to carry on 
day-to-day operations. 

The corporation explained that, 
at the end of 1948, inventories had 
increased from a prewar $230,000,- 
000 to $787,000,000 and accounts 
receivable from $90,000,000 to $223,- 
000,000. 

Assets were up $484,800,369 to a 
peak of $2,957,769,607 in 1948, from 
$2,472,969,238 in 1947. Working 
capita] was $1,086,680,131 last Dec. 
31, as compared to $865;373,105 a 
year earlier. 

There is still a substantial back- 
log of orders for new passenger 
automobiles, the corporation re- 
ported, adding: 

“Despite higher prices, more 
people can afford to buy new cars 
now than before the war.”

WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP) 
The Hoover Commission recom- 
mended to Congress today that the 
Selective Service System be placed 
in the Department of Labor. 

The commission proposed that 
several other agencies also be 
transferred to the Department of 
Labor to build up that executive 
branch. 

Headed former President 
Herbert Hoover, the commission is 
a bipartisan group asked by Con- 

to recommend improvements 
in the Government’s executive 
structure. 
Three Dissenters. 

The commission’s report on the 
selective service system was not 
unanimous. 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
gon, who is vice chairman of the 
commission, dissented along with 
outgoing Secretary of Defense 
James V. Forrestal and Carter 
Manasco, former Representative 
from Alabama. 

All 12 members of the commis- 
gion agreed that the Selective Serv- 
ice System should be headed by 
civilians—but the three dissenters 
said it should remain independent. 
Forrestal speaking for Manasco 
and himself said: “We feel that it 
would be a mistake to place it 
within any of the agencies of the 
Government which are charged by 
law to represent a particular in- 
terest or segment of the popula- 
tion.” 


MB majority decided, however, 
that the manpower question was 
related to the Labor Department's 
function and the drafting of civil- 
fans for war should be handled 


there. 
of Agency Deplored. 

The commission deplored the 
stripping of Labor Department 
agencies by the Eightieth Con- 
gress. It said the department 
should be built up in the interests 
of efficiency in Government. 

The department now has a Sec- 
rétary, Under Secretary, and 
three assistant secretaries, all 
with their own staffs. That is top 
heavy, the commission said, for 
the work now being done by the 

ent. 

In addition to the Selective Serv- 
ice Agency, the commission pro- 
posed that these other units should 
be transferred to the Labor De-

The Bureau of Employes’ 
Compensation, and the appeals 
board of that agency, both now 
under the Federal Security 
Agency.

“These functions are more 
nearly related to the problem of 
labor than those with which they 
are now associated, and their 
transfer accords with the commis- 
sion’s first report as to the need 
for grouping of agencies accerd- 
ing to their major purpose.” 

e commission refused to make 
any recommendation on the con- 
troversial question of transferring 
the Conciliation Service to the 
Labor Department. President Tru- 
man and Secretary of Labor To- 
bin have recommended that the 
Service be returned to the Labor 
Department, where it was housed 
from 1913 until 1947. The Taft- 
Hartley act made it an independ- 
ent agency. 

Congress is considering the fu- 
ture status of the service in con- 
nection with Truman’s proposed 
new labor law. 


Senate Group May Urge Power of 
Veto by Congress on Plans. 
WASHINGTON, March 14 (UP) 
—The Senate executive expendi- 
tures committee is prepared to 
recommend that either house of 
Congress be given power to veto 
President Truman’s government 
reorganization plans, it was re- 

vealed yesterday. 

If the Senate refuses to accept 
the plan, the committee may of- 
fer a substitute flatly exempting 
the Army engineers and many 
other government agencies from 
the general reorganization. 

Each plan is sharply at vari- 
ance with the recommendations of 
the President and the bipartisan 
Hoover Commission on govern- 
ment reorganization, headed by 
former President Herbert Hoover. 

Truman and the commission are 

backing a bill to give the Presi- 
dent broad, permanent authority 
to reorganize the executive branch, 
subject to a veto of both houses 
within 60 days after a revamping 
program is offered. 
The House already has passed 
such a measure but it requires 
“single package” reorganization 
of several federal agencies, in- 
cluding the defense department. 
Hoover has objected to special 
treatment for the defense depart- 
ment, but not to others on the 
House list. They are the Federal 
Reserve System, Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, Securities and 
Exchange Commission, Railroad 
Retirement Board, National Medi- 
ation Board and Railroad Adjust- 
ment Board.

Congress was over whether Con- 
gress should make a $4,000,000 ap- 
propriation to the TVA to start a 
steam generating plant at New 
Johnsonville, Tenn., which TVA 
maintained was needed to firm up 
hydroelectric power. 

The appropriation was refused 
after a House Appropriations sub- 
committee headed by former Rep- 
resentative Walter C. Ploeser of 
St. Louis voted against it. The 
new Congress is expected to sup- 
Ply money to start the plant, 
which will cost eventually about 
$55,000,000. The House already has 
voted $2,500, 000 and the Senate is 
reported ready to follow suit. 

Here is Robert's recommenda- 
tion regarding transmission and 
sale of #Government-developed 
power: 

“The federal power policy should 
provide for the utilization of facili- 
ties of privately-owned utilities in 
marketing the power from federal 
dams.

Also, the privately owned com- 
pany could lease the powerhouse 
and generating facilities as is done 
now at the Hoover Dam, or it 
could purchase the power output 
under long-term contracts entered 
into in advance of construction. 
In any case it should build the 
transmission, facilities needed to 
market the power from Govern- 
ment dams and pay the taxes on 
such transmission facilities.” 

Roberts held that the estimated 
expenditures for the multiple-pur- 
pose projects may prove a major 
factor in the national economy in 
coming decades, and that there 
is implied a continuing burden of 


public expenditure and a further 


shift in the relationship of the 
Federal Government to private in- 
dustry. 

He asserted also that the 
planned projects plus the present 
installed hydroelectric capacity 
will exhaust most of the nation’s 
hydroelectric possibilities, that the 
best sites already have been de- 
veloped and that many proposed 
Federal projects are at remote 
locations and will require costly 
transmission lines.

It's Leap Year Again 
For World Flyers

TUCSON, Ariz., March 14. 
O high above the earth that scarcely anyone 
8 on the ground was aware they passed, the 
crew of a giant United States air forces B-50 
bomber—“Lucky Lady II"™raced eastward a 
few days ago shat- 
tering every earth- 
bound conception of 
time and girdling 
the globe non-stop 
for the first time in 
history. 

For the 14 men 
aboard the plane 
time ceased to exist 
as it does down 
here on the ground 
where daylight and 
dark, factory whis- 
tles, train schedules 

2 and lunch time or- 
ee a der our day. These 
bea ae airmen saw five 
ST. Tr. EARL RIGOR... periods of daylight 

BAFFLED BY TIME. and five of dark, 
and when they returned to their takeoff point 
at Fort Worth, Tex., they had been gone less 
than four days. 

Flying at some 250 miles an hour into the sun, 
the giant bomber gainéd six hours each day to 
give the crew an extra day in 1949, They'll have 
two “Leap Years” in succession. 

As we count time down here, the B-50 crew 
might have been in another world. The plane’s 
navigator, ist Lt. Earl N. Rigor, said he couldn't 
tell what day it was, although he carried watches 
set for both Fort Worth time and Greenwich 
Civil (Navigational) time. To him the flight was 
a broad ribbom encompassed by the plastic nose 
of the bomber and unrolling endlessly in alter- 
nate light and dark strips. 

x ** * 

THE ENTIRE FLIGHT was plotted on Green- 
wich Civil Time so that the plane’s log as well 
as the four refueling rendezvous could be carried 
through without regard for the earth’s normal 
time zones. 

At the start the crew set their watches on 
G.C.T. time, although the radio operators kept 
track of Fort Worth time as well. 

“Whenever we wanted to know what day it 
was at home,” Capt. J. H. Morris, third pilot, said, 
“we asked radio. They could tell us in a min- 
ute, but I couldn’t even tell by our watches when 
it was time to eat.” 

The plane’s crew was confused about the day 
of the week before they were halfway through 
the flight. And when they crossed the Interna- 
tional Date Line in mid-Pacific and saw two 
Tuesdays they quit trying. One crew member 
observed that they might have to fly back around 
the other direction to lose that extra day. 

x * * 

NONE OF THE TIME CONFUSION bothered 
the men’s stomachs. They proved themselves 
creatures of habit by getting hungry right on 
schedule, but sometimes it happened at strange 
hours. F 

The sun coming up didn't make any difference 
to a stomach. That didn't prove it was time for 
breakfast. And noon and nightfall weren’t nec- 
essarily the other meal times. All of the men 
said they became hungry at about normal inter- 
vals, but that they might be heating a can of 
beans in the middle of the night, or eating a 
sandwich at midmorning. - 

The Lucky Lady’s log shows a takeoff time 
from Fort Worth at 1621Z (G.C.T.), or 11:21 a.m. 
(C. S. T.). Just before the plane passed over Wash- 
ington, D. C., the crew finished its first meal (at 
about 4 p.m. (EZ. S. T.). The plane left the east 
coast near Baltimore a few minutes before dark- 
ness and flew all night over the Atlantic towards 
the firse refueling spot over the Azores. 

Each refueling rendezvous was completed in a 
routine fashion, with the first coming at about 
7 a.m. Sunday morning (0800 G.C.T.). The flight 
continued eastward, passing over busy breakfast 
tables in the Azores and flying toward Gibraltar, 
across north Africa and Arabia toward the sec- 
ond refueling spot at Dhahran, Saudi Arabia.

THE LUCKY LADY refueled for the second 
time Monday morning at about 6 a.m. (0200 G. C. T.) 
and headed across India, then into the Bay of 
Bengal, across the Malay Peninsula and skirting 
the tip of Thailand, then northeast to the Philip- 
pines where it was refueled for the third time 
over Clark Field at about 2:30 p.m. (0130 G. C. T.) 
Tuesday. 

Out into the Pacific toward Hawaii and the 
fourth refueling spot the plane ‘crossed the In- 
ternational Date Line and Tuesday started all 
over again. 

It was night, and the plane passed over dark- 
ened air force, army and navy installations on 
Pagan island, Wake and Johnson island before 
crossing the wide expanse of lonely ocean to 
the fourth and final refueling rendezvous over 
Oahu at about 1 p.m. (1930 (G.C.T.) and then 
east toward the west coast. 

The first time the crew really started getting 
the time straightened out was about 800 miles 
west of California when the plane's radio started 
picking up domestic programs. The plane crossed 
the Santa Catalina islands at about 3:30 a.m. 
Wednesday and passed over Long Beach, Calif., 
less than an hour later. 

At 5:25 a.m. the plane passed over its home 
base here at Tucson, where three B-29s joined 
it as an escort to Fort Worth. The flight ended 
at 9:21 a.m. (1135 G.C.T.) with a new non-stop 
record of 23,200 miles in 94 hours and one minute.

Child's Reasons 


By Angelo Patri 


HERE is a reason for what a child does, always. Just 

what it is may not be clear either to him or to his elders; 

but we know it is behind his action. If the acts are good, 
we do not bother about the reason for them. Goodness is 
its own right for being. If the acts are not good, we should 
search for the reason, for until we get at that the remedy will 
not be found. That is what concerns us. 

When we find why a child did as he did, we usually can 
show him where he made his mistake and direct him accord- 
ingly. Usually he is willing to do the right thing when the 
situation is made clear to him. Children often go the wrong 
way because of forces that are hidden from their minds. Such 
things may be called the reasons for acts they perform. 

x 2? 

REASONS are not to be made excuses, Excuses are dif- 
ferent. They are too often evasions of facts. To be healthy- 
minded, the children must learn to face fatts bravely and deal 
with them for what they are and not try to evade issues by 
excusing themselves. 

A child is warned not to get his feet wet. When he comes 
in from play, he is soaking wet. He went walking in the gutter. 
There was a reason for that. Instinctively he wanted to get 
into the water. Many children do, The water was there. So 
he went in and he got wet. He disobeyed. He is not to be 
excused because he loved the water, which was the reason he 
disobeyed. When those two factors’ are kept distinct in the 
minds of mothers and teachers, some of the disciplinary prob- 
lems they face will appear simpler.

HEN order was 
after the near 
tween Alger Hiss and Whit- 
taker Chambers, in their remark- 
able confrontation in a New York 
hotel suite, I got the questioning 
back on the identification by Hiss 
of Chambers as a “George Cros- 
ley.” 
“You are fully aware,” I said to 
Hiss, “that the public was led to 
believe you had never seen, heard, 
or laid eyes upon an individual 
who is this individual, and now 
you do know him.” 
“Absolutely!” Hiss returned. 
“You are willing to waive the 
dentures?” I asked, perhaps sar- 


cally. 

“T am,” he replied. 

“You never knew this man under 
the name of Carl?” Nixon asked, 
remembering the earlier testimony 
of Chambers. 

J did not,” Hiss answered, 

“You never paid this Man an 
money for Communist party dues? 

J certainly did not!” Hiss an- 
swered with some heat. 

We renewed our questions about 
Hiss’s subletting his apartment to 
Chambers, or Crosley, with an old 
Ford thrown in, and when that 
petered out Representative Nixon 
asked Chambers if he had any- 
thing else to say for the record. 

“T don’t think so,” he answered. 

„I wouldn't think so!” Hiss 
snapped. “I am not surprised.” 

At the end, Chairman J. Parnell 
Thomas, who had come in late, 
said to Hiss, That is all. Thank 
you very much.” 

“T don’t reciprocate,” Hiss said. 

“Italicize that in the record,” 
Thomas said to the stenotypist, 
and it was attended to in the re- 
port we eventually issued of the 
intense clash. 

In her executive session testi- 
mony of Aug. 18, 1948, the day 
after the meeting of Hiss and 
Chambers, Mrs. Hiss backed up 
her husband’s denials and testi- 
fied that Crosley, as he said she 
know Chambers, was a “sponger.”

N executive session two days 

later, John Abt, and Lee Press- 

man, ccused of being Commu- 
nists, accompanied by their attor- 
neys, refused to answer many of 
the questions directed at them, on 
the grounds that their answers 
might incriminate them. 

Louis Budenz came to the stand 


to call both Abt and Pressman 


Communists and to say of Hiss 
that he had “heard his name men- 
tioned as a Communist.” Budenz, 


former Communist and ex-manag- 
.ink editor of The Daily Worker, 


broke with the party shortly after 
the war. 

But Martha Pope, a domestic 
who had worked for the Hisses 
at the time Chambers claimed to 
have stayed with them, had no 
memory of the kind of guest 
Chambers described himself as be- 
ing. We endeavored then to trace 
the path of the Ford (which Cham- 
bers said he never received from 
Hiss) without too much success. It 
remains something of a mystery, 
deepened by the fact that the man 
who notarized the papers on the 
car’s transfer either leaped or fell 
to a ghastly death from the top 
floor of the Justice Department in 
Washington. 

The car was transferred to a 
William Rosen who, when ques-

tioned, refused to answer most 
questions—including whether he 
had ever received the car—on the 
grounds that his answers might 
incriminate him. So did his wife. 

The public confrontation of Hiss 
and Chambers took place on Aug. 
25, 1948, in the caucus room of the 
Old House Office Building. Hiss 
was accompanied now by counsel, 
John F. Davis. 

Hiss was questioned at length 
about his leases with Chambers, 
or Crosley, as he continued to call 
him. Restlessly, he mentioned a 


jetter he had sent to the commit- 


tee the previous day, a copy of 
which he had distributed to the 
press. | 

“The Chair would like to say 
that the chairman was not in the 
office when your letter arrived,” 
Representative Thomas said, “but 
he did have an opportunity to 
read the letter in this morning's 
New York Herald Tribune.” 

“It was delivered to your office 
yesterday afternoon,” Hiss said. 
Then he went on, “The important 
issues, the important charges, are 
not questions of leases, but ques- 
tions of whether I was a Com- 
munist. It seems to be topsy- 
turvy to be talking only about 
leases. In such a serious charge 
as this it seems to me we should 
be getting after the question of 
my record and what did people 
who worked closely and intimately 
with me think of me.” 

The hostility grew by the sec- 
ond, while the newsreel cameras 
hummed. 

“Mr. Hiss, I would like to say 
again that the committee appre- 
ciates your suggestions as to how 
to conduct this hearing,” Thomas 
replied sharply. 

Representative Nixon had some- 
thing to say about that, too: “The 
issue in this hearing today is 
whether or not Mr. Hiss or Mr. 
Chambers has committed perjury 
before this committee, as well as 
whether Mr. Hiss is a Commu- 
nist.” 


On that level the inquiry con- 
tinued. 

The committee brought out, 
through questioning, that no one 
else besides Hiss had come for- 
ward to identify a George Cros- 
“ley. As for the car which Hiss 
had once owned, he could not be 
certain, after a time, whether he 
had sold, leased or given it to 
Crosley. There was a year’s dis- 
crepancy in the time of his stated 
transfer of the car, in earlier 
testimony, and the dates on the 
Washington Traffic Bureau doc- 
uments we unearthed. Shown 
a picture taken of Chambers 10 
years before, holding the Cham- 


ders baby, Hiss said he could not 


identify it definitely, and asked 


that, inasmuch as two figures’ 


were shown in the picture, one be 
marked Exhibit A and the other 
exhibit B.

the case as he saw it, Hiss 
called it a “so-called summation” 
and entered his letter of the day 
before into the record, It accused 
the committee of bias and listed a 
great number of prominent per- 
sons with whom he had worked.

I SUPPOSE, HOWEVER, that 
now we will proceed to vote on 
renewing rent controls. I am quite 
confident of the fact that the 
administration of rent controls 
has not always been fair to the 
landowner, but I think the law 
ig still needed as long as housing 


is as scarce as it now is. 


It does require real discussion, 
however, because an effort should 
be made to correct those points 
where the administration has 
proved at fault. A woman wrote 
me in California suggesting that 
there be a national movement to 
get landlords and tenants together 
by starting a week in which every- 
one would be asked to “appreci- 
ate their home and the person 
who, provides it.” That, she said, 
would in many cases mean the 
landlord, and she thought it would 
lead to co-operation between land- 
lord and tenant. I do not think 
this a very practical idea. More- 
over, since a number of letters 
which I have received from dif- 
ferent parts of the country all 
tell me in similar vein of the 


hardships of the landlord, I am 
just a wee bit suspicious that 
some special interest might be in- 
spiring this letter-writing’ cam- 


paign. 

I feel though that some of the 
letters are genuine, and I know 
that there have been real cases 
of hardship on owners who did 
not make enough out of their 
property to pay taxes, do neces- 
sary repairs and pay the increased 
costs of operation. This means 
that more individual care should 
be taken in reviewing genuine 
complaints of hardship, but the 
law should stay.

HE committee refused to make 
public Chambers’s present ad- 
dress after he said, soberly, 
“To me that seems tantamount to 
telling the Communist party. How- 
over, I will tell my address and get 
rid of this question right away.” 

The stocky editor later men- 
tioned Hiss again as ", . . the 
closest friend I ever had in the 
Communist party.” 

Nixon, as well as the rest of 
us, had continued to marvel at 
that. : 

“Mr. Chambers,” he said, “can 
you search your memory now to 
see what motive you can have for 
accusing Mr. Hiss of being a Com- 
munist at the present time? Is 
there any grudge you have against 
Mr. Hiss over anything that he 
has done to you?” 

The suggestion of tears came 
into Chambers’s eyes when he an- 
swered. 

“I do not hate Mr. Hiss,” he 
said. “We were close friends, but 
we were caught in a tragedy of 
history. Mr. Hiss represents the 
concealed enemy against which 
we are all fighting, and I am 
fighting. 

“I have testified against him 
with remorse and pity, but in a 
moment of history in which this 
nation now stands, so help me 
God, I could not do otherwise.” 

Representative Hebert was still 
curious, after Chambers. testified 
that he had gone under a number 
of names: Carl, by which he said 
Hiss knew him; J. Vivian Cham- 
bers, his baptismal name; J, Whit- 
taker Chambers; David Whittaker 
Chambers, Cantwell and Dwyer— 
but never Crosley. Hebert asked: 

“Can you search your mind at 
this time and tell this committee 
what possible motives you could 
have in jeopardizing your position 
with Time (he had just testified 
that he made $25,000 a year as 
one of the magazine’s senior edi- 
tors) by making the statements 
that you are making? You realize 
that if they are false, you are fin- 
ished?” 

“It is not just my position on 
Time,” Chambers said. “What I 
am jeopardizing is my position in 
the community.” 

He went again into why he had 
become a Communist: His con- 
cern over the state of the world 
and his discovery that “At that 
crossroads the evil thing, Commu- 
nism, lies in waiting.” He spoke 
of its iron-clad discipline. “Every 
Communist in the United States 
is a potential spy or saboteur and 
a permanent enemy of this system 
of government,” he concluded. 

Mundt asked him, at the end, 
if he felt that Communist opera- 
tions in Washington were con- 
tinuing. , 

“It is unquestionable that Com- 
munists are still functioning in 
Government, he answered, and 
will continue to function until 
they are rooted out. It may be that 
during a period like this, when a 
number of investigative agencies 
are looking into the matter, they 
are resting on their oars for a 
while. 

“But they will remain in being.”

Fix It Yourself

Stepping Stones. 
EOPLE like stepping stones in 
their gardens and lawns for 
a variety of reasons, none of 
which we can remember right 
now. But anyhow, here are some 
ideas that might interest you if 
you are interested in stepping 
stories. 

You can make a nice walk out 
of flat stones but sometimes it’s 
hard to find all the stones you 
need. In such a case you can 
make them out of concrete. The 
stones should be about four inches 
thick. Make the forms out of 
wood or metal, and any shape you 
want, but don’t make them too 
big because concrete is heavy 
stuff to lug around. 

If you don’t want to make 
forms, then just dig a hole about 
four inches deep in the lawn 
where you want the stone to be 
and pour the concrete in. For 
those who like colored stones, 
coloring can be mixed right in 
with the cement, sand and gravel 
or a special concrete paint can be 
used on the stones after they are 
hard, These special paints won't 
scuff off with wear and won't be 
harmed by moisture or the lime in 
the concrete. 

By the way, set the stones just 
a little below the level of the lawn 
so that you can run the lawn- 
mower right over them.

A West African proverb brought 
back by explorers and settlers of 
the “Dark Continent” translates 
into this: “Finding things is not 
forbidden anywhere.” 


However, that is not Finding's 
keeping.” The first simply draws 
a distinction between finding and 
kind of appropriating re- 
garded as theft. And it is hardly 
known except among people with 
special interest in sayings and 
proverbs. “Finding’s keeping” is so 
familiar in common speech that 
it is a favorite with children, has 
been indeed with as many genera- 
tions of children as living adults 
can remember. For this reason it 
is surprising that it has no literay 
history comparable to other popu- 
lar phrases, and turns out to be 
comparatively new in English 
speech. 

It is established only that this 
is again English wording, and 
may possiDly have been used by 
word of mouth earlier than its 
appearance in literature.
